In co ncluding his ad­ 
dress, Co l, Dufiield said: 
To -day we niv a natio n o f 60 .000,000 o f the mo st 
pro spero us, intelligent and mo ral jteo ple o n the 
face o f the earth. In ho w great a measure the 
effo rts and the Industry o f the citizen so ldier o f 
the co untry has effected these grand results, no 
man can say with certainty, hut neither can any 
man with certainty o ver-estimate the m easure. 
But o ver and al>o ve the gro wth in material pro s­ 
perity to which they have co ntributed, they have 
established by their ex ample ami their precept in 
the hearts o f the American peo ple fo rever the 
co nstitutio n ansi the unio n anil the principles o f 
justice ami o f the freedo m which they embo dy.

INTERVIEWS WITH PROMINENT CITIZEHS. 


DIXON’* (JURAT ISSTITUTIOK OP LEA RSIS®*“ THE 
NORTHERN ILLINOIS NORMAL SCHOOL.- WBAT 
THET SAT ABOUT IT. 


Since the people of Dixon have secured 
the Henderson Shoe Factory here, by 
giving the company a very respectable 
sum of money for the coming, the ques­ 
tion has frequently been raised: **Did the 
location of the N orthern Illinois Normal 
School and Dixon Business College at 
DUon. at a bonus, to be returned In 
tuition, and nearly as large as that 
paid for the Sho* factory, pay the people 
who made up the sum, viewing it as a 
simple business transaction?” The uni 
versal answer has been so far as T he 
T elegra ph has heard, that it did, not 
only pay as a business investment, but It 
more than paid in placing Dixon in a way 
to become eventually one of the great 
educational cities of the country; not to 
m ention the gratification of having here 
now a. most creditable inetitution of 
learning. 
T he College is growing in 
favor every day. 
A reporter for this paper, with the de­ 
sire to learn the opinions of the people 
here regarding the usefulness of the N or­ 
thern Illinois Normal School and Dixon 
Business College, interviewed a number 
of our leadingibusiness men for the pul­ 
pó se of learning the general opinion as to 
the benefits which Dixon has received and 
is still recsiving from that institution. 
The information we give below as well as 
the individual estimates of the educa­ 
tional work that is being accomplished at 
the College. We give the report as tak en 
at the time the citizens were interviewed: 
A . C. W a rner , Mayor City:—I have 
observed with much interest, the build­ 
ing up and developm ent in our city of 
the Northern Illinois Normal School. 
This institution is becoming one of the 
most im portant features in the business 
and social interests of Dixon. 
1 am able 
to say that no institution that we have 
among us adds more to the moral and in­ 
tellectual elevation of our standing as a 
C.ty than this college. 
There seems to be 
no spirit of boyish lawlessness present 
among these pupils such as often char­ 
acterizes similar institutions. 
On the 
contrary, a spirit of good order, and ex 
eellent moral impulses seem to pervade 
the pupils.

I am satisfied that the peo­ 
ple of Dixon could not afford to lose this 
institution for a sum equal to twice its 
cost. 
It has added largely to the busi­ 
ness of our clothing, dry goods and other 
mercantile houses, while it has not added 
one dollar to the taxes required for 
the preservation of our law and order 
regulations. 
C’apt. John D ysaut, Grain Business:—I 
have regarded the^ school as the chief 
successful enterprise of our city. 
F inan­ 
cially, it has been worth! a great deal 
to Dixon. 
It has certainly enhanced 
values of real estate. 
In regard to de­ 
portm ent, will say that the outward con­ 
duct of the students is such as to do credit 
to both themselves and faculty. 
For a 
school tow n * Uh so large an attendance 
of otttdenti, the order is the best I have 
ever k now n; and upon the score of mor. 
ality, can safely **y that our churches 
and the school prove m utually beneficial.
